SCOPE: OF NOISE 
". ORDINANCE . 


NO GROUND FOR 
CONTENTION 


Judgment in the appeal of tho 
Casanova Dancing. Institute 
against o ‘conviction’ by Mr. 
Butters, Kowloon Magistrate, for 
causing a noise calculated to dis- 
turb a resident nearby. was de- 
livered by the Chicf Justice, Mr. 
J. R. Wood, in the Supreme Court 
this morning. The. appeal was 
dismissed. ~ 


‘The appellant, Mr. Filomeno 
Een da. Silva, proprietor of the 
Dancing Institute, who was’ fined 
$26 at the Police Court hearing, 
wik. represented by Mr. Leo 
D'Almadn, junior, Instructed by 
Mr. Leo D’Almnda, senior.

THE JUDGMENT. 


Delivering judgment, Mr. Jus-

The Appellant was convicted 
summariiy by a Magistrate in 
respect “of-noise-permitted-by-him 
at 30 Hankow Road, Kowloon, on 
the 8th July, botweer 8.45 p.m. and 
12 midnight, of an‘offence com- 
mitted contrary to section 18 a.5.1 
of the Summary Offences Ordin- 
ance (Ordinanco No. 40 of 1932), 
The main contention submitted 
for him is that the language of 
the first four lines of this sub- 
section (upon which portion of.the 
gub-section the conviction is 
founded) is derived historically 
through various consolidations and 
rovisions of the law from Ordin- 
ance No, 17 of 1844 which came 
into operation upon the 11th 
September, 1844. 


The Court has taken time to 
consider the course of legislation,

“pulsation theory.” | : 
The cause of these periodic 
floods is not known with certainly, 
but it may be linked up with the 
activity of ratdio-active substances 
like radium in the interlor of the 
enrth, =» . ‘ 
This radio-activity probably 
generates heat, some scientists 
belleve, and there {fs evidence that 
the heat may escape at intervals 
by a “blowing off stenm’” procoss 
that may have something to do 
with causing the ocean floods. 
Geologists have long known that 
the oceans have partially flooded 
the continents many times in the 
earth's prst, but ‘miny had held 
the theory that this was due to 
sinking of the continents..
